In 
large num bers. 
R eligion and Prohibition. 
N atu rally th e religious factor 
plays a p a rt b u t somehow th e pro­ 
hibition issue has gone even deep­ 
er with certain groups who have 
come to look upon Sm ith as the 
herald of a new era. 
The curious 
p art of it is th a t M assachusetts 
can not really be analyzed on the 
basis of w hat she has don* 
In 
presidential elections in th e past, 
for in 1916, W ilson lost th e state 
by a relatively 
sm all 
m argin, 
namely 21,000, and th e Coolidge 
native son feeling rolled up 280,- 
000 m ajo rity over both Davis and 
La Follette. 
T here are good re a ­ 
sons, therefore, for tak in g 
the 
vote in th e senatorial election as 
a better index. 
R unning th e sam e year as P re s­ 
ident Coolidge, 
Senator 
David 
Walsh lost by only a little more 
than 18.000 and succeeded two 
years la ter in defeating W illiam 
M. Butler, by m ore th an 55,000. 
Now, because Senator W alsh is 
a Rom an Catholic, it is generally 
assum ed th a t those who cherish 
convictions on th e religious ques­ 
tion would have voted them twice 
against Senator W alsh. 
Many Re­ 
publicans, of course, voted 
for 
W alsh. 
T ariff Laws Bother. 
It is arg u e d in New York state, 
for exam ple, th a t m any 
people 
who help bring about Democratic 
victory in a sta te election will not 
vote likewise on 
national 
ques­ 
tions. 
Yet representation in the 
upper house of congress, w here 
ta riff law s so im p o rtan t to New 
E ngland a re usually w orked out 
afte r w rangling in th e house, is 
a m ore im p o rtan t 
m a tte r 
than 
th e election of a governor. E ither 
th e electo rate does not consider 
election to congress as vital in 
determ in in g 
questions 
affecting 
national prosperity or else they 
have confidence in this state in 
th e capacity of David W alsh. 
E xam ining 
W a lsh ’s 
speeches, 
how ever, on e finds him in recent 
years grow ing closer to th e pro- 
V tectlonist view on th e tariff. 
In- 
I deed G overnor S m ith’s espousal 
" of th a t cause, while a surprise to 
a good m any, is nevertheless th e 
n a tu ra l clim ax of a situ atio n in 
which D em ocratic sen ato rs 
like 
Mr. W alsh of M assachusetts and 
Mr. K endrick of W yom ing 
for 
som e tim e have shared. 
Is G overnor 
Sm ith 
stro n g er 
th a n S enator W alsh or w eaker? 
If the fo rm er is true, then Massa­ 
chusetts will unquestionably cast 
her electoral votes in th e Demo­ 
cratic colum n, 
lf It Isn’t, then 
indeed, M assachusetts is a close 
and doubtful state. 
T h ere seems 
to he a general feeling th a t W alsh 
at no tim e h as aroused th e 
a n ­ 
tagonism th a t Sm ith h as and th a t 
th e religious factor 
h as 
never 
come to th e surface before in a 
way that would swing votes 
in 
large numbers. 
U nder the circum stances, 
th e 
n atu ra l gains which Sm ith 
has 
to m ak e in order to com e up to 
th e W alsh strength m u st be from 
groups ordinarily Republican but 
which W alsh himself 
did 
not 
com m and. 
This perhaps is w here 
the foreign born voters will come 
into play. 
Large num bers never 
voted for Senator at all. 
H erb ert Hoover did not stay 
long enough in this section of the 
state to m ake an Impression one 
way or th e o th er but the people 
listened to his Boston speech and 
many indeed w ent from Spring­ 
field and W orcester to h ear him, 
coming away with the idea that 
he had stim ulated his followers 
considerably.

PLANE CRASH 


Seven Seriously Injured 
When Huge Craft 
Falls 


SLAYER OF

TRANSFER YOUTH TO 
DEATH CELL; DE­ 
FENSE FAILS 


A tlantic City, N. J., Oct. 18— 
(ZP)— One m an was fatally injured 
today and seven others seriously 
h u rt In a crash of a J u n k e rs all 
m etal airplane, sister-shlp of the 
trans-A tlantic plane Brem en. The 
passengers, most of whom were 
m em bers of the Investm ent B ank­ 
ers Association, 
w ere 
tak in g 
a 
sight-seeing trip over th e city. 
W. O. Chanute, of Denver, Colo­ 
rado, died in the city hospital to­ 
night as a result of his Injuries. 
T h e pilot, George King, with his 
passengers, had tak en 
off 
from 
Bader Field, a short tim e before 
the crash. 
He had circled the city 
and ap p aren tly was heading back 
to land at Bader Field. 
Flying at 
about 2,000 feet, 
th e 
big 
ship 
seemed to go 
into 
a 
tail-spin. 
Then, witnesses said, 
th e 
plane 
seemed to right itself, b u t im m e­ 
diately w ent into an o th er spin and 
crashed to the meadows n ear the 
trestle of th e Shore 
F a st 
Line. 
The nose of the plane struck the 
soft m ud near the city w ater main 
th a t ru n s across th e meadows, the 
engine burying itself several feet. 
The injured lay for fifteen m in­ 
utes before help arrived. T he spot 
where th e plane fell is one of the 
most Isolated places in th e city 
and is virtually ^ a c c e ssab le ex­ 
cept by train. 
Police who arrived 
at th e thoroughfare w ere unable 
to reach 
the 
plane, 
except 
by 
crossing several third 
rails 
and 
wading in 
w ater 
alm ost 
waist 
deep. 
A Reading 
fre ig h t 
train 
was com m andeered to bring the 
injured men to th e station here 
w here they were tran sferred to 
autom obiles and taken to the city 
hospital.

Stay at Lighthouse.

Repairs w ere being rushed on the 
damaged fin of the trans-Atlantic 
dirigible Grnf Zeppelin today so 
that the great ship may take the 
air early next week for a two-day 
flight into the middle-west. 
Dr. Hugo Eckener, com m ander of 
the dirigible, spent the day here 
and received many 
letters 
from 
mid west cities requesting th at the 
ship fly above them. 
H ans Von Schiller, navigator of 
the Zeppelin, answered these let­ 
ters, saying that the Itinerary of 
the trip had not been definitely de­ 
termined, but th at the ship would 
pass over as many cities as pos- 
shle, to enable the greatest pos­ 
sible num ber of people to see It. 
It is fairly definite th at the ship 
will pass over Akron, Ohio, home 
of th e Goodyear-Zeppelin company. 
A m erican representatives of 
the 
German Zeppelin works, and De­ 
troit, where it is likely the ship 
will tie up at tho Ford airport 
mooring mast. The flight may con­ 
tinue as far west aH Chicago. 
Guests at Dinner. 
T here was a conference here to­ 
day of persons it was understood 
might be interested in Dr. Ecke- 
ner’s dream of a $14,000,000 trans 
Atlantic airship service, hut Dr. 
Eckener himself did not attend it, 
being represented by Hugh Allen 
of the 
Goodyear Zeppelin 
com­ 
pany. 
T onight’s program for the visit 
ing airm en called for a dinner ten ­ 
dered by the city of Philadelphia, 
and tomorrow there will bo a trip 
to W ashington. 


After the midwest flight the ship 
will be refuelled and start back for 
Germany, probably the end of next 
w'eek, carrying an as yet announc­ 
ed num ber of passengers. 
Tho greatest secrecy was main­ 
tained as to tho identity of the men 
who came here today

Eckener to inspect tho Graf Zeppe­ 
lin and who later held a confer­ 
ence behind closed doors, hut it 
was learned that one of them was 
William B. Mayo, chief engineer of 
the 
Ford 
Motor 
company. 
Mr. 
Mayo’s presence was revealed by 
J. Ii. Hunsaeher, vice president of 
the Goodyear 
Zeppelin 
company, 
who, however, declined to say who 
the other men were. 
Ford a Passenger? 
Mr. H ausacher said the meeting 
was “purely social.” 
He 
added 
that when the Zeppelin leaves for 
the m idwest next, week it will car­ 
ry only invited passengers who will 
pay no fare. 
Dr. Eckener said today that if it 
still looks tomorrow as if the re­ 
pairs to the dirigible would take 
until Monday or Tuesday, as some 
officers here believed, he would go 
from W ashington to Chicago by 
train after being received by Presi­ 
dent Coolidge. 
He said he had heard nothing 
to verify reports that Henry Ford 
would take a ride in tho Zeppelin. 
“He is a great man,” he said.

island and crashed on the shore, 
which was strew n with rocks and 
driftwood.”

That was 
not brought about. 
"There is a difference between 
Mg speech, his radio speech, and 
his statement. 
He shifted his 
ground because

crats would not give the

publicans credit for reducing the 
expenditures of the government. 
I said no, because they were not 
reduced. But in this (Mr. Mel- 
lon’s statement in reply) he just 
talks about tax reduction.” 
Wanted to Hhow Waste 
The nominee’s attack on

Phlegmasia alba dolans (from 
the Greek words m •> lug white, 
painful inflammation 
commonly 
called milk or white

flammation of the I rue veins of 
the leg which sometimes follows 
childbirth and deep »ddominal op­ 
erations. 
The leg I comes swol­ 
len and whitish. On account of the 
whiteness, there used to be a su­ 
perstition that the condition was 
caused by the "driving in’’ of the 
milk; hence the name milk leg. 
This Is not true. 
Inflammation of the veins may 
cause a long clot (thombus) and 
if the proper care is not given, a 
bit of this may break off and form 
what is known 
as 
an embulus, 
which Is carried by the circulation 
and may lodge in a vital organ, 
causing serious consequences, ev­ 
en death. 
For this reason, the pa 
tient has to remain very quietly 
in bed for weeks or months, w'Xh 
the leg elevated a little, and fixed 
up to prevent the 
clothes 
from 
resting on the foot. 
A half bar­ 
rel hoop may be used. The leg is 
usually bandaged and kent warm, 
but no massage or rough 
hand­ 
ling for fear of the possibility of 
loosening bits of the clot, if one 
should form. 
If a clot has form­ 
ed, sooner or later it will either 
be dissolved or fibrous tiA«ue will 
grow through it and it will 
be­ 
come a cord of solid tissue; then 
it is not dangerous. 
Sometimes the leg will remain 
swollen for years, or 
may 
swell 
only when the patient is long on 
her feet. 
Milk leg is not very 
common, 
not nearly so common as it used 
to be before the modern methods 
of care in childbirth 
and opera­ 
tions.

"New England i. 
the seven­ 
teenth century,” writes 
P r o f e s s ­ 
or Lawrence 
in "Tho 
Not-Quit” 
Purit ans,” "was probably no more 
wholesome than it is in the twen­ 
tieth." 
The seventeentli 
century, 
he 
says, specialized in repress*011 and 
as a result had coquettes,

and narow escapes from breach of 
promise suits to contend with. 
Within a dozen ye ars or so af­ 
ter the settlement of Massachu­ 
setts began, the flirtation prob­ 
lem had become so serious that 
the fathers felt

Two years la ter Mr. P rescott 
w ithdrew from the com pany and 
cam e to M enom inee w here he took 
over the P resco tt com pany plant, 
established here by his fath er in 
1867 for the m anufacture of saw ­ 
mill m achinery.

ticularly 
electric 
pum ps 
which 
have superceded the older types in 
m ining and oil operations.

of his saw m ills is on the Amazon 
river in South America, in the Ford 
operations.

Indian Children’s 
Graves Indicate 
Sacrificial Deaths 


Avalon, Santa C a talin a Island, 
Cal. UP)— An a ttem p t to follow an ­ 
cient trails to th e long-lost island 
tem ple of Chinigchinich, the Sun 
God, has resulted instead in the 
discovery of th e b u rial place of a 
sm all Indian princess 
of 
3,000 
years ago and evidence Indicating 
th a t child sacrifices w ere made in 
wholesale fashion by tribes of the 
Channel Islands, off the coast of 
California. 
W ithin a stone u rn weighing 
134 pounds and fashioned as skill­ 
fully as though by m odern tools 
in s te a d of prim itive im plem ents 
was found the skeleton of an In ­ 
dian girl between five and seven 
years. 
H er bands apparently had 
clutched the rim of th e urn, whose 
rich ornam entation 
of w am pum 
bespeaks her royal lineage. 
In a circle w ith th e urn as a 
center 
w ere 
counted 
by 
Prof. 
Ralph Glidden, 
cu ra to r 
of 
th e 
C atalina m useum of Channel Is­ 
land Indians, th e skeletons of 64 
children burled in tiers four deep 
with small heads touching each 
other. 
B eneath them was the skeleton 
of a seven-foot 
m an. 
A 
spear 
blade still was fixed in the ribs. 
T he sand w ithin th e funeral urn 
had th e 
appearance 
of 
ground 
crystal— apparently, according to 
tile discoverer, a sacred sand used 
in th e burial of Indian royalty— 
and was far different from th a t 
which had sifted over the graves 
of the other children. 
These finds as well as a w ealth 
of obsidian knives, 
spear 
points 
and arrow heads and hundreds of 
o th er articles of w am pum -inlaid 
stone and bone have provided m a­ 
terial over which Glidden has puz­ 
zled since he discovered them. 
One th in piece of slate ho be­ 
lieves to be a stone map, holes 
having been drilled 
to 
indicate 
trails to the four main burying 
grounds on S an ta C atalina Island. 
" It is plausible," Glidden said, 
" th a t 
the 
stran g e 
child 
burial 
w ithin th e urn 
and 
those 
s u r­ 
rounding it w ere th e result of a 
n atu ra l death of a little girl of 
high rank and th e slaying of her 
64 atten d an ts and playm ates with 
her. 
Or they all may have been 
killed 
in 
some 
religious 
cere­ 
monial rite. 
It is even possible 
th a t the princess may have been 
given some 
potion 
and 
buried 
alive. 
Tile way the small hands 
clutched tile o u te r rim of the bowl 
m akes this a possibility.’’ 
W am pum inlaid in four broken 
circles on tile rim of til** urn with 
"g ates" leading to th e four points 
of the com pass leud Glidden to be­ 
lieve th a t tile burial place may be 
n ear the site of the tem ple of 
Chinigchinich.

Ann Arbor, Mich., Oct. 18—UP)— 
Fielding H. Yost, in denying ru­ 
mors that he contemplated leaving 
the University of Michigan, today 
took occasion to explain his official 
connection with tho institution, re­ 
garding which he indicated there 
appeared to be much confusion. 
Yost explained that he has not 
been employed as coach of football 
since 1921, when his contract was 
cancelled and he becam e director 
of intercollegiate athletics and a 
m em ber of the faculty.

T his was th e first tim e th a t all 
of th e states participated in a pop­ 
ular election and saw their elec­ 
toral votes counted. 
South C aro­ 
lina had nover had a popular elec­ 
tion for P resident before the Civil 
W ar, nnd since th a t tim e in ev­ 
ery election som ething had h ap ­ 
pened which prevented som e state 
from having its vote counted or 
from having a popular election. 
W hen Colorado was adm itted to 
the Union in 1876, the Republi­ 
cans of th e state, under tho pre­ 
tense th a t they did not want, to 
hold an o th er election so soon, hut 
probably because they controlled
